2. Tho erection of a Drydock at once as being, like 
the Ibdhvay, not only a I'rovincial hut also a national 
necessity. 

.1. Tho importation free of duty of all material re- 
quired for the rigging and litting of ships that cannot 
bo procured in this Province. 

4. A Just and c(Hiit.able adjustment of both E.^port 
and Import piles from a reciprocal point of view, 
wliich woulii benent largely the Commercial, Mining, 
Agricultural and Luuihering interests of tho Districts 
as well £i.s of the whole Province. 

5. 1 would also strive to secure a new Postolllce for 
the thriving city of Nanainio, and falling in that, some 
improvement at least upon the shameful neglect of its 
present postal facilities. 

Other local and provincial wants which may call for 
legislative redress shall receive, if I am elected, my 
serious attention and warmest support.

"This Act is tlio s,imc iu principle us 
that passed last session, which provided 
that the iianios of all persons onqiloyed by 
tho Provincial Govornniuut should bo 
struck oir tho voters' list. Tlio present 
Act deals in tho samo way with Dominion 
officials and public school toacliors. It 
also provides for tho infliction of penalties 
on such officials who sliall so far forgot 
their position as to employ thcmsolves in 
canvassing for thoir pntrnns or friends." 

This extract is from a leading article 
in the Govoniniont organ of yesterday. 
The statement tliat tho amended Quali- 
fication and Registration of Votera' 
Act is the same "in iiriuciplo as that 
pa.s.sed hist session, which provi<led that 
the names of all persons employed l)y 
tlia Provincial Government should bo 
struck off the voters' list," is a pure in- 
vention, because no Act of tlio kind 
■was passed lasc session or any previous 
session of the Parliament of this Prov- 
incia. ITo similar Act can be found on 
the Statute 'book of this or any other 
province or country where free govern- 

»uieiit obtains. Tlie tinely-spuu argu- 
ment of our contemporary, being found- 
ed on a mis-statement, falls to the 
ground.' Tlio furthof contention of 
our contcni])orary that it is a proper 
thing for tho Govornmeut to dei)rivo a 
public otlicer of tho dearest privil- 
ege of 'citizenship — Free Speech — -is 
both frivolous and lame. Why does 
not the Act go further and prohibit 
Senators and members of the Ottawa 
Parliament and Municipal ofdcers, and 
two or throe other classes, we might 
enumerate from exercising the same 
right? Why does it not prescribe tho 
color and fashion of an otiicial's coat, 
the style in which his hair shall be cut, 
tho food ho shall eat, the "grog" he 
shall drink, and tho books he shall 
read? Any of those i-ostrictions might 
be tolerated if tliu Bill did not 
strike a blow at the freedom of 8|)cccli. 
Under tho last section of tho Bill no 
oflicial is allowed to express bis views 
on any politica,! question ■whatsoe\'er 
under pain of fine and imprisonment. 
He may not discuss the merits of a can- 
didate or an Act of Parliament in his 
own house in tho presence of an elec- 
tor; indeed, wo are not sure that he 
may not be dragged to prison for ex- 
pressing a political opinion in the pres- 
ence of his wife and children 1 Wo do 
not hesitate to denounce tho meas- 
ure as a pieco of outrageous tyr- 
anny whicli strikes at the liberty of 
a free people. It should not be toler- 
ated. Is proof wanted that it cannot 
be defended 1 Read again the extract 
with which we have • prefaced this arti- 
cle and it will ' be seen that the ground 
on which it is sought to excuse the 
tyrannical measure of a tyrannical trio 

. has no e.xistonco. No »man or set of 
men who have held power in this or 
any other country over conceived so 
gross a piece of political villainy as is 
comprised in this Bill. Tlierc is noth- 
ing to justify it except low political 
cunning whicli has dictated to the men 
who unfortunately hold the reins of 
Government here that it is essential to 
tho perpetuation of their power that 
the nominees of a certain "convention" 
V should be elected to Ottawa at all haz- 
ards — even at the sacrifice of the rights 
of the people. The Standard continues : 
"Our contemporary asserts that the 
list of voters having been revised in 
August must stand as it is till next 
year. This is as much as to say that 
the House had no power to legislate in 
the matter until ne.xt year, which is 
absurd." 

We did not s.ay tliat the House had 
not tho power to legislate in the matter 
till next year. What we did say was 
tho Government bad overshot the mark 
and had failed to legislate so as to i)ro- 
vide for re-opening the lists, which 
were finally closed on tho 1st of Au- 
gust, and must bo the lists under 
wliicli elections will bo held until an- 
other revision shall have taken jjlaco. If 
the Bill under consideration had re- 
pealed or amended the clause of the 
Act of 1876, which provides for a re- 
vision of tho voters' lists, then the of- 
ficials might have been reached; but 
it failed to do"^that and, therefore, 
' ' the Government cannot- tamper with 
the rolls. 

It is the duty of every man whose 
rights are efFected Ijy this infamous 
measure to resist its operation by every 
constitutional means in his power. He 
' shbuid make his voice heard in the law 
.' courts, before the Privy Council at 
Ottawa, and through the public jn-es.s. 
He should exert all the influence ho 
can bring to bear to bi-eak the shackles 
that are about to be riveted to his 
•.limbs. "Agitate 1 Agitate I Agitate!" 
.j \;B.emeniber, that "yrho woiild himself be 
. free, himself must strike the blow I"

A lucoting of tlio Municipal Council 
wag hold luat oveiiiug. Prcsuut — -His 
Woraliip tho Mayor, in the chair, and 
Couns. Todd, Sh.ikospcare, Man'iu, Eed- 
fern, Turner, Dalby and Williams. • 

After routine a petition ivas road from 
residents on tho oastorn cud of Fort street 
calling attention to iuadei.iuaey of water 
iupply andjirayiiig that iinmodiato stops 
may bo taken to reuiody the defect. Re- 
ferred to commit tuo. 

The Street Cominittoo handed in a re- 
port recommending that tho claim of 
Messrs; Shore & Co. for damage to a 
liorso be not paid. Ordered that the re- 
port bo adopted and liled. 

Tho City pound koeper reported that 
during the month ending August 'Mat last 
tlireo cowa were impounded and tho sum 
of $4 collected in connection therewith. 
Received and filed. 

A Btateniont ^\■a3 read from Mr. Gas- 
tineau complaining that Mr. rreece, A.s- 
sistant Wnter Coniniisaionor, was in a 
state of intcxicatiou on Thursday evening 
last and that in consequence thereof he 
was unable to make a coimoctiou with the 
watermains on Monzios street ; also assert- 
ing that ho believes on several former oc- 
casions Mr. Preeco has been incapable of 
attending to his duties from a similar 
reason ; also oflcring certain suggcation.s 
relative to tho tiltration of the water at 
tho dam. 

Coun. Williams said tlib information 
came from the wrong source and ho was 
of opinion that his proper destination 

should be Now Westminster. Ho had 
made every inquiry and could find no one 
to corroborate tho statements made by 
Mr. Gastinoau. 

Tho Mayor said tli.-it J\Ir. Ga.itineau no 
doubt siipposed that ho still wrs tho prop- 
er officer to miUceihe report. 

Coun. Williams — ^Doivt you know that 
wo can discharge Mr. Gastinoau at a 
moment's notice ( Do you know that or 
don't you ? I won't believe that rreece 
was ever drunk until I hoar it from some- 
body elio. " j 

The Mayor said Mr. Gastinoau had 
certainly been dismissed, hnt no one had 
yet been properly appointed in his stead. 

Coun, Marvin said tho report should 
certainly bo taken into consideration as 
Preece'a character wa3 at stake. If the 
charges are true Preeco deserves to be 
dismissed ; if not, Gastineau should be 
censured. Ho. would move therefore that 
tiie charges be referred to the' XVatcr 
Works Committee for investigation and 
report. 

Coun. Todd thought it would be better 
if the mayor would appoint a .siiecial com- 
mittee and moved an amendment to that 
oiToct. 

Coun. Shakespeare did not see that a 
special committee was at all necessary. 

Coun. Redfern agreed with Coun. Todd's 
motion as the charges were extraordinary 
in their nature. Wliilfit ."ipeaking, he would 
ask the Mayor, tvho i.s now Water ^\'ork.s 
Engineer ? Who Water Works Com- 
missioner? and what position does Mr. 
Proeoe hold ? 

The Mayor said he really could not 
tell. 

Coun. Marvin complained that there 
appeared to bo a great waatu of time in 
getting the filters ready at the dam. It 
seemed to him that something wan wrong 
somewhere. It was originally supposed 
tlie work could be done in a fortnight, 
but it had already extended over three 
months. 

Coun. Turner .said that everything was 
going wrong at tho dam; he liad licard 
statements from outside parties that the 
men did not got down to their work till 
or 10 o'clock. There was no head respon- 
sible for the proper management of the 
works, and the water to-<lay was worse at 
his residence than it had been for b'ik 
months before. The w.nll was in a shame- 
ful condition and was evidently a swindle 
perpetrated on the community, because, 
in tho first place, no (jualilied jierson 
superintended and inspected tho work. 

Coun. Dalby said tliat Mr. Gastineau 
was neither rospon.iililo nor i)i"ictiL'al. 

Coun. William.s — Tho Mayor i.s rpspon- j 
sible, not Mr. Gastineau; and I'm going j 
to make inquiries to see if the Mayor j 
can't be made to repay the ^2,000 ox- | 
pended. 

. The Mayor said hotter language might ' 
be expected from a nicndier of parliament, j 
He was surprised that a man elected to i 
tho House should come into tlio Council I 
and attempt to disarr.-tnge tho business 
routine and create disorder. Tho idea 
that the Mayor was individually responsi- 
ble for the expenditure on the water 
works was absurd. He had not attempted 
to override the Council, nor had he done 
anything else irregularly. Woidd the 
Council inform him who really is the 
Water Commi-ssioncr at the present mo- 
ment ? 

Coun. Redfern agreed with Coun. Wil 



A bylaw to r.mend the bylaw fixing com- 
pensation payable to the Waterworks 
.Gommisnonerf<WateTVorka;!^^neer and 
Citx' Surveyor was read a first time. ' 

Coun. Todd moved that the services of 
the Pound Shepherd be dispensed with, 
inasmuch as they failed to produce any 
revenue to the Council. 

Seconded by Coun. Redfern. 

Coun. Dalby moved in amendment that 
the matter be laid over imtil the Pound 
limits are defined. :/ 

Coun. Williams seconded and charged 
Coun. Todd with ordering the release of a 
cow from the pound. 

Coun. Todd replied that tho cow in 
question was the property of a poor wo- 
man, and that it had been ordered to be 
impounded by theautocratof the Council, 
Coun. Williams, simply because it had a 
bell on its neck, when ho must have 
known that the bj-law exempted cows 
from being impounded at all. . Ho feared 
there was some concealed purpose for the 
attempt to put off his motion. 

Coun. Williams said th6 Poimd had 
proved a lucrative institution.- 

Ooiin-Todd — ^Read these figures; they'll 
convince you to tho contrary. 

Coun. Williams was not disposed to go 
into figures at present. 

Coun. Iledfern said tho pound shepherd 
had virtually discharged himself by ab- 
senting himself for two months. 

Coun. Turner said that it was ai)parent 
that Coun. Williams had made up his 
mind to rim the Comicil himself. It was 
well known that Coim. Williams had two 
Councillors entirely inider his control, 
and so long as tho present state of affairs 
continued, it was useless for other mem- 
bers to attend meetings of tho board. 
(Hear, hoar). Coun. Williams had said 
that a by-law passed by tho Council 
should never come into efioct. That was 
a remark which exidained itself; and was 
equal to saying that ho could control 
three other votes besides h'u own. 

Coun. .Shakespeare said that tho jtniior 
member for James' Bay had long been 
loading two CouncUlors as well as the 
Mayor hiniself. 

Tho Blayor cidled tho Councillor to or- 
der and rennndcd him that he sat as 
chairm.an there entirely unbiased; that 
he was not dependent on any Councillor 
for anything, and that ho would not per- 
mit Coun. Shakespeare to address such 
language to him. If he wanted to apeak 
to him outside on tho matter ho would 
oblige him with an interview; but ho was 
now out of order. 

Conn. Dalby said that Coun. Turner's 
remarks were an insult to Him. Ho was 
quite independent of Coun. Williams or 
any other member of tho board, and ho 
thought Coun, Tumor's language un- 
called for and ungoiitlemanly. . 

Conn. Turner said ho had spoken warm- 
ly but he would repeat his language 
and say that so long »s Coun. Williams 
could control a majority of the Council it 
was a perfect farce for the minority to 
attend. 

% Coun. Marvin said that neither Coun. 
AVilliams nor any other member could 
lead him, and it was moat insulting for 
him to get up and say "he'd do this thing 
or the other."

Williams and 
would refuse to sit in tho Council so long 
as such language was permitted to bo 
used. 

The Councillor then left tho rot^. 

After further debate tho motion was 
put and and lost, and in the absence of 
Coun. Dalby no action could be taken on 
the amendment. 

Accounts amounting to $13G2 29 for 
work on the streets during the past month 
were then read. 

Tho Mayor said the work had been ir- 
regularly performed; that it h.ad not been 
done by contract. It was highly improper 
that the Corporation money should be ex- 
pended in Kuch a manner. Ho did not 
know wh'ero all this would end.

Wc continue our compilation of the 
interesting corre.siiondenco between tho 
Royal C'ci^ninissioncrs and the Govern- 
inont : The Government took till tho 
9th of August to reflect upon the com- 
munication of the Royal C'ominLssion- 
crs, dated 30th July, an4 then sent to 
Mr. Pooley, whom they continued to ad- 
dress as " Socrotarv," a Minute of Coun- 
cil in wliioh they declined to recede 
from the position they liad taken. The 
Government further expressed their 
satisfaction with the Commissioners' dis- 
claimer that any disrespect was intend- 
ed by them towards the Govornmont. 
Thoy then proceeded to quote "Todd" 
as an authority for tlio contention that 
the power o£ Royal Commi.ssioncrs"" is 
limited' in ita operation to obtaining in- 
formation," and throw thoinsolve.s back 
upon tho Interpretation Act which 
provides that payments of sums of pub- 
lic money shall be: under warrant from 
tlio Liout.-Govornor. With respect to 
tho payment of the sum of .^1000 to the 
Coinniissioiicr.s without tho Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor's warrant, the Minute continued : 
"The Commissioners ba^'ing been in- 
formed by hi& Hia Honour in Council 
that the largo sum of money in their 
possession was advanced in violation of 
tlio law governing .such payments, it 
might reasonably luivo been expected 
that they would liavo .shown tho strong- 
est dosiro to assist, but certainly not to 
tliwart, the endeavours of the Govern- 
ment to correct some, at least, of tho 
irrcgularitie.s surrounding tho trans- 
action. Tho C'oininissionors having also 
admitted the responsibility of His Hon- 
our's late advisors for their disregard of 
tho statute, it was natural to suppose 
tlint they would have offered somo 
urgent or unobjectionablo reason for re- 
taining the money illegally jiaid to them, 
and for refusing to abido by tho Statute 
and render an, account to the Treasury 
when called upon. The Committee 
deeply regret that these just expecta- 
tions should havo met with disappoint- 
nicnt, and that the commissioners 
should have dcfendad their misconcep- 
tion of the law by setting up mere 
hypothetical cases of abuse of pow«r by 
the Govcrnmont in the exercise of their 
functions or in tho disohargo of their 
duties. This, the Committee v/ould 
respectfully observe, is the real position 
assumed by the CoinmiBsionera in their 
last letter. If sucli a dangerous theory 
were allowed a footing in tho public 
service, it would naturally follow that 
sound principles of Government should 
not be put in practice lest their applica- 
tion should bo assailed by imaginary 
dangers. 

"Tho Coniiniitee do not doubt that 
tho advance of the §1,0C^JK> tlie Com- 
missioners was accepted in the utmost 
good faith, but tli»y must observe that, 
with a Commission difi'erently consti- 
tuted as to its personnels the propriety 
of tho transaction might well have been 
challenged and have led to very severe 
and unpleasant criticism. It is there- 
fore the obvious duty of the Committee 
to prevent the, case being turned into a 
niiscliievous precedent. 

'The Government would Ihuch regret 
the execution of the threat of resigna- 
tion made by the Commissioners, but 
tho Committee consider that oven that 
throat should not deter the Government 
from doing their duty, or so fatally in- 
iluence them as to induce them to be- 
come parties to a clear violation of tlie 
law and of tho rxiles of the service in- 
troduced for the proper protection of tho 
public moneys." 

The foregoing extract would seem to 
show tliat had the Royal Commission- 
ers returned to the Treasury "the sum 
that had been -;paid'-orer to them 
the Government woulii tKen have clos- 
ed the inquiry and left Mr, Elliott to 
rest under the cruel and unjust impu- 
tation of having attempted to bribo 
moniViers of Parliament and corrupt the 
voters of Kootenay. On the 16th Au- 
gust the Commissioners replied to the 
forcgouig Minute that,- 

"They hare to observe that the au- 
thorities cited from Todd by the Com- 
initteo have reference to Commissioners 
'not only as being directly helpful to 
Ministers of the Crown in the prepara- 
tion of their legislative measures, bi,it 
also a means for tho impartial in- 
vestigation o£ evety class of ques- 
tion upon which the Crown or Par- 
liament may need to be informed." 
lie then indicates some of the rules 
for their guidance and makes this ob- 
servation, a part of which only has been 
quoted by tlio Comiiiittce, namely: "A 
Coinmi.ssion of enquiry should bo limit- 
ed in its operation to obtaining infor- 
mation and suggesting tho points to 
which it might be expedient that legis- 
lation or Executive action uhould be 
directed," thus intimating the class of 
ConiniiKsion.s to which he was referring, 
a qualification which doubtless escaped 
the attention of the Committee, but, 
ajiart from that, in the paragraph im- 
mediately preceding, at page 348, ho 
had stated, "it would be unconstitu- 
tional to refer to a Royal Commission 
subjects which are connected with the 
elementary duties of tho Executive 
Government and witli its 'rekitiona to 
Parliament." ' Moreover, with reference 
to the dase of Commissions to which 
Todd did refer tho Committee seems 
to have passed over unnoticed two im- 
portant passages in the Komo chapter, 
namely, the first at 355, "within the 
limits of their prescribed functions, 
and subject to the provisions of any 
Act of Parliam«nt defining the samo. 
Royal Commissioners have tho absolute 
power of regulating tho proceedings of 
their own tribunal," and at page 357, 
when pointing out that Royal Commis- 
sioners are not directly nnionablo to 
Parliament but only to the Crown, he 
says: "Parliament ought not to inter- 
fere with'- thefr;- proceedings unless it 
cbiild be sh6\vri ihat they were acting 
unfairly, or were incompetent, or were 
otherwise unworthy of the confidence 
uf tlio Government or of the Parlia- 
ment, when either House might address 
the Crown for their removal from 
ojffic*''' .v^Whenj th»refor#, th« Ij«giiP

Government, with tho concurrence and 
assistance of the Attorney-General and 
Leader of the present ^ Government 
adopted the unususl " r-esolution of 
withdrawing from their own consider- 
ation, and referring to a Commis.sion, 
tho alleged attempt of a Slinister, the 
then Leader of the Government and of 
the House, to bribe a member of the 
Opposition in that House, it must bo 
assumed that they were instituting an 
enquiry to which tho observations from 
Todd, limited as thoy were to the class 
of Commissions to which ho did refer, 
were not intended with strictness to 
apply. That this was so, is removed from 
doubt, because in an official communi- 
cation from tlie Attorney-General's 
Office to the Commissioners under date 
of 2nd May last Mr. Mason states: "I 
have the honour to inform you that 
Mr. Elliott understands that the Com- 
missioners havo tho entire control of 
tho enquiry." This, it will be per- 
ceived, is in accordance with the view 
laid down by Mr. Blako in his letter 
to Sir Jolin Macdoiiald on the pro- 
position to issue a Royal Coniinis- 
sion in the Pacific scandal case, and to 
obviate tho objectionable feature there 
pointed out in that letter, under date 
of July 3rd, 1873, Mr. Blake say.s, "I 
beliovo that it would bo of evil conse- 
quoiico to create the precedent of a 
Government issuing a Commission of 
Enquiry t'7!^o matttrs of a chnnjo agnuist 
itself, tho Commissioners being, as thoy 
are, subjeot to the direction and con- 
trol of tho accused." This objectiona- 
blo feature doubtless suggested itself to 
Mr. Elliott when he directed ilr. Ma- 
son to make that ooniinuiiication to tho 
Commissioners. It must be equally 
objectionable that the enquiry should 
bo under tho control of tho accusers. 
Indeed it is plain Mr, Todd could not 
havo intended any reference to such a 
Commission as that on which the Com- 
missioners havo tho honor to sit, be- 
cause in 1869, when his work was pub- 
lished, such a one was unknown, or tho 
precedent would already have existed 
which Mr. Blako dreaded to create. It 
was on this understanding that the pre- 
sent Commissioners assumed the task 
imposed on them, .deeming it absolute- 
ly necessary that the whole personnel 
should be free from even tho imputa- 
tion of party influence, they named a 
Secretary not connected with any ofiice 
oi political party. Thajfjpppointment 
was fully recognized and sianctioned by 
the Government of the day, if such 
sanction were necessary, in tho most 
emphatic manner and on many occa- 
sions, a fact which, in their Report, 
the Committee have passed unnoticed. 
Secondly, The Commissioners emphat- 
ically reiterate what they have befora 
stated, that they havo never objected 
to account for a single farthing they 
havo received, nor have they disregard- 
ed the Statutes regulating Treasury 
payments and tho disbursements of the 
public money, nor do they claim any 
authority to override those clauses of 
the Interpretation Act which provide 
that payment should be made under 
Warrant from the Lieutenant-Governor. 
The fallacy which underlies the position 
taken by the Committee of Council is 
in arauming that the Commissioners 
must b« held responsible for tho way in 
which the Treasury Department, or 
Members of tho Government, carry out 
Resolutions of the Legislature in the 
distribution of money granted by tho 
Legislature to tho Government for par- 
ticular purposes. Tho Commissioners 
were officially notified by the Govern- 
ment of the mods in which the 
Government desired to make the pay- 
ment. Mr. ^lason, from tho At- 
torney-General's Oflice, under date 
of 30th April, informs them: — "I am 
instructed to say, that the "Treasurer 
will pay to the order of the Commis- 
sioners, from time to time, such sums, 
not exceeding in the whole S^jOOO, as 
may be required to pay the expenses of 
the Cominission." In the extract from 
the Interpretation Act, quoted by the 
Committee, thoy have inadvertently 
omitted the important preliminary part 
of the section to which they have re- 
ferred, namely, If any sum of the pub- 
lic money be by any Act appropriated 
for any purpose or directed to be paid 
by the Lieutenant-Governor, then, if no 
other provision be made respecting it, 
such sum shall bo payable under war- 
rant of tho Lieutenant-Governor direct- 
ed to the Treasurer of the Province, or 
tho person in charge of the Treasury, 
out olthe General Revenue of the Pro- 
vince," the warrant is the authority to 
the Treasurer to pay, and the indication 
of tho source from wjiich the amount is 
to be paid; not a dictation to the recipi- 
ent of the mode in which heis to receive. 

"The Commissioners do not deem it 
necessary to reply to the observations 
in tho Report bearing personally upon 
themselves ; but, in view of tho impor- 
tance of the enquiry to the public in- 
terests, and that tho labor and expense' 
hitherto incurred may not be lost to the 
country, and the future expenditure bo 
diminished as much as possible, with- 
out receding in the slightest degree 
from tho po.sition they havo hith- 
erto taken in this matter, they have ac- 
cepted the resignation of Captain Lay- 
ton as their Secretary, tendered by 
himself, for the purpose of removing 
any obstacle to a further protecution of 
the enquiry, arising out of tho objec- 
tion of the present Government to his 
acting as Secretary, and will proceed to 
close the enquiry without one. * * * 
Should the Lieutenant-Governor, how- 
ever, prefer to accept their resignations 
hitherto tendered, thoy will bo prepar- 
ed at once on Father Fouquet's arrival 
to return an account of the expen.';es 
incurred with all such vouchers as may 
be necessary."
